West Clouding Real Issue With Talk 


A major trouble on our side 
is- that when some sensible | 
ideas for easing tension are | 
put forward, such as those -re- 
cently suggested by Mr. Mac: 
millan, they are immediately | 
submerged in a morass of al- 
lied discussions and finally | 
only some compromise skele- 
ton emerges. 

This lack of common pur- 
pose and interminable argu- 
ment about unimportant detail | 
which tends to cloud the real | 
issue suits the Eastern block 
very well. It is a sign of our 
lack of true unity 

An all-out nuclear war be- 
tween East and West is not 


| wanted by either side. As a 
new key to strategy, the nu- 
clear deterrent has helped in | 
this respect, but there are a/ 
very’ great number of prob- 
lems to be solved if the solu: 
tions to all these problems are 
put into one “package” deal. 
It will not be possible to 
reach agreement on the pack: 
age. A great deal of suspicion | 
and, mistrust on both sides has 
first got to be removed. 
Surely we must begin slow 
ly to agree on minor moves 
which do not affect the mili- 


| tary.security of either side and 


advance step by step—creating 
mutual confidence as we go. 


‘Personal, Private Fact-Finding Visit’ 


Having considered the mat- 
ter carefully, I finally decided 
I would like to visit Moscow 
and discuss the tangled prob- | 
lem of European security with 
the Soviet leader and his mili- 
tary advisers. For me, it 
would be a personal and pri- 
vate fact-finding visit to in- 
vestigate the problem for my- | 
self and to see if there -was any 
light at the end of the dark 
tunnel — and | was certain 
there must be some light as 
surely as the dawn follows the 
night, and so first having as- 
certained from Mr. Macmillan 
that-such a visit by me would 
cause no embarrassment to 
him or to the British govern- 


ment, I wrote to the Soviet am- 
bassador in London and the 
matter was quickly arranged. 

One point was firmly fixed 
in my mind. 

If it became clear that there 
was no light to be seen’ at the 
end of tHe dark -tunnel,:no 
gleam of hope, we in the west 
must not be afraid of what 
imight come, We would have 
|to brace ourselves and put no 
limit on our endurance—know- 
ing that if war came, it would 
be a nuclear war. The nation 
which puts a limit to its fight 
to preserve its own way of life 
will abandon that struggle 
when that limit is reached—

seemed likely the formal open-

Then an informal session of 
the four ministers finally came 
up with an agreement giving 
the East and West Germans 
limited speaking rights in the 
conference but not seats at the 
main table.

We have reached a position 
where each side — East and 
West — could devastate the 
otfier with nuclear weapons. 
It was commonly thought that 
Russia could not devastate the 
United States. This was very 
false thinking. Russia could 
almost certainly devastate the 
United States with her mis- 


| siles, but all such talk led only 


to mistrust and suspicion, and 
the greater the degree of con 
trol by the one side over em 
ployment of missiles and de 


fence against bombers, the 
greater the mistrust on the 
other side. 


Some steps must be taken to 
do away with this situation. 
AWe must find a formula which 
would be agreed iy both sides. 
The simplest way was to.make 
a peace treaty with the two 
Germanys the Federal] Re- 
public and the German Demo- 
cratic Republic — with real 
guarantees for West Bertin. 

If the Western Powers re 
fuse to do this, then Russia 
will act alone,.and negotiate 
a peace treatv with the Dem- 
ocratic Republic 

If this should lead to“War, 
Russia cannot escape her des- 
tiny. 

Nobody wants to see the re- 
unification of Germany at 
present, but Tew people have 
the Goifage to say so. Ade. 
nauer doesn't want it the 
French don't want it—nor do 
the British. Russia certainly 
doesn't want it. : 


German Reunification Not Practical 


He asked me for my views 
On this subject. I said it was 
my personal opinion that 
reunification of Germany, 
though very desirable, was to 
day not practical politics—be 
cause of what he had said 

He continued that if it could 
be agreed that national forces 
should return to their own 
then Russia would 
accept a very comprehensive 
Plan of inspection and control 
of national territories. 

But a truly comprehensive 


. Inspection system is not possi 


ble so long as armed forces 
of two blocs—are facing each 
other in Europe, ready to be 
alerted for battle at short no 
tice. To allow inspection of 
each others forces would be 
absurd. But once all forces 
have been withdrawn to their 
own countries, proper condi 
tions for inspection would be 
created

T then asked if Russia was 


frightened, at what China 
might do. In the long run, he

At this stage he asked me 
to comment on his remarks. 
My comments on his analysis: 

I said it was clear from 
what he had said that there 
was a very tangled situation 
to be sorted out. That was a 
matter for the political leaders 
on both sides. 

I was a soldier. I had taken | 
part in two world wars, both’ 


"of which could, in my opinion, 


have been prevented by the 
political leaders of those days. 

In neither case had we 
received the benefits which it 
was hoped and even promised 
peace would bring. It. must not 


Berlin: The Inimed 


First thing for us all to do 
was to negotiate that any pos- 
aibility of a hot war will be 
quickly removed, The immedi 
ate danger spot appeared to me 
to be in Berlin. 

There was a situation’ there 
which, if not quickly solved, 
could lead to a hot war. This, 
I. gathered from what he 
had just said. Let us *there- 
fore settle that quickly. We 
could ease the present tension 
by agreeing to two measures 
~—first get the United Nations 
Organization “in” on the Berlin 
problem. 


The aim would be to produce~ 


a sound United Nations plan 
for West Berlin with definite 


- United Nations guarantees ac- 


ceptable to both sides. 

Second, to agree to a simple 
Inspection .plan, possibly in a) 
defined area initially, which) 
could be extended gradually as 
mutual confidence was gained 

These two measures would 
begin to remove suspicion and 
mistrust. Once that desirable 
state of affairs had beer 
reached al] other points he 
mentioned in his‘analysis could 
be discussed between political’ 
leaders in a.far better atmos- 
phere than was possible today.

Berlin: The Immediate Danger Spot 


First thing for us all to do 
was to negotiate that any pos 
sibility of a hot war will be 
quickly ‘removed, The immedi: 
ate danger spot appeared to me 
to be in. Berlin. 

There -was a situation there 
which, if not quickly solved, 
could lead to a hot war. This, 
I gathered from. what he 
had just said) Let us there- 
fore settle that quickly. We 
could ease the present tension 
by agreeing to two measures 
--first get the United Nations 
Organization “in” on the Berlin 
problem. 

The aim would be to produce 
@ sound United Nations plan 
for West ‘Berlin with, definite 
United Nations guarantees ac- 
ceptable to both sides. 

Second, to agree to a simple 
+ Inspection plan, possibly in a 
defined area initially’ which 
could be extended gradually as 
mutual confidence ‘was gained. 

These two measures would 
begin to remove suspicion and 


mistrust. Once that desirable 
state of affairs had been 
reached all other points he 


mentioned in his analysis could
